fhould fall fhort of that Sum within any one Year, there 
was no Obligation on the Parliament.to make good any 
fuch Defictency. : 

By another A@ pafs’d in the r2th and r3th of his Reign 
the Parliament charged 192,4004 per Ann. by a Deducti- 
on of 3700/4 per Weck, out of the hereditary and tempo. 
rary Excife, Pait of the Revenucs granted. to the King by

Surplus was to be accounted for to the Publick ; and it was 
accounted for accordingly from Time to Time, and pla. 
ced to the Sinking Fund ; and upon a Medium of the whole 
Reign, one Year with another, has produced 65000 /. and 
upwards, and in the five laft Years near 100,000 /, Upon 
this.State of the Revenues it was propofed, at his prefent 
Majefty’s Acceffion to the Throne by the honourable 
Gentl.mon, who now prefides at the ‘Treafury, that the 
feveral Revenues and Duties fettled for the Ufes of the 
Civil Government in the late King’s Reign, together with 
the 120,000 /. out of the aggregate Fund, fhould be grant- 
ed to his Majefty, not in the Nature of the Rent Charge, 
but abfolutely and without Account; it being afferted by 
the fame Genticman, that they would, in all Likelihood, 
produce at leaft 800,0007. per Ann. one Year with ano- 
ther; and one principal Motive for this Encreafe oi 
100,000 /. per. Ann. more than had been fettled on the 
late King, was the making an honourable Provifton for all 
th Royal Family. Thus it was propofed, underftood, and 
agreed to, by the Houfe ; but when the Bill was brought 
in there appeared the Claufe, which hath given Occafion 
to this late Difpute ; how this Claufe came to be inferted, 
fince it was not agreeable to the Refolution, on which the 
Bill was ordered to be brought in, nor directed by any 
fubfequent Inftruction, I fhall not at prefent confider ; but 
nuft affert, that fuch a Conftruction as is now put upon 
it was never apprehended, or could be conceived, by any 
one Gentleman then in Parliament, or even by thofe who 
inferted this Claufe.

Now confidering this Cafe on the Foot of a Deficiency 


only, the Difadvantage to the Publick will appear to le 
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very great, The moft confiderable Branches of the Civil 
Lift Revenues are in the Nature of them, liable to vary 
from Year to Year; the Interruptions, or Decay of Trade 
and other Accidents muft neceffarily leffen the Produce 
of the Cuffoms. | Other Caufes may in the fame Year leffen 
the Produce of the Exci/e.. The Publick is to make good 
the Deficiencies, and confequently the Taxes on the People 
are to increafe as their Lofs and Misfortunes do, and even 
on account of thofe very Loffes and Misfortunes, and they 
are to pay more as they grow lefs able to pay at all; on 
the contrary, the Crown cannot in any Event, receive lefs 
than $00,000/. per Ann. and may often have the Benefit 
of a Surplus from thofe Caufes, which had brought a Bur- 
then on the People ; for as the Importations are hindred 
inone Year, they will according to the Courfe of Trade 
encreafe in another. 

If then the Difadvantage to the People is fo great, by 
their being only obliged to make good cafual and real ’ 
Deficiences, how much greater muft it be upon the pre- 
fent Conitruction of the Claufe, by which it is afferted 
that the Fublick is obliged to compleat whatever Sum is 
wanting of the full 800,0007 actually received into the 
Exchequer, the very Mid/ummer-Day the Year ends? Al- 
tho’ there are Arrears ftanding out in Bills of Exchange, 
Money in the Receivers and Collectors Hands, more than 
{ufficient to make up this Sum ; and it is evident that it is 
impoflible the Taxes can be collected, much lefs remit- 
tedto the Exchequer in London, from all Parts of Great 
Britain, the very Day upon which they become due. 
Thefe are fuch Arrears, as I believe there is not a Man in 
the Kingdom but will agree, that the Parliament at the 
Time of paffing this Claufe, neither thought nor intended 
fhould ever be make good by the People: For thefe are 
fuch Arreers, as it was well known muft be unavoidable to 
a certain Degree in every Year, and may, at any Time, 
be encreas’d by a defigning and corrupt Minificr, to any 
Sum he thinks fit; and this, without appearing to give 
Directions to his Officers of the Revenue, but by a bare 
Connivance only, by the Negligence of a Treafurer in not 
quickening Payments, or by forgettin , for many Years, 
whole Branches of the Revenue, as happened not long 
ago, in the memorable Cafe of the Hawters and Pedlars; 
fo that let the Net Produce of the Revenues be never fo 
great, thefe pretended Arrears are to be make good by 
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the Tend Tax, or other Supplies of the Year. Thus the 
well-known Author of a * Pamphlet; publithed in the 
Year 1713, may aflume the Merit of having himfelf ac- 
complithed what he then joretold, and feem'd to. appre- 
hend very much, thata Land or Malt Tax might be made 
at laft an Hereditary Reveaue for the Support of the Honour 
and Dignity of the Crown. 

There is another Method of making the Appearance of 
Arrears, when in truth there are none, or of making them 
feem more confiderable than they really are, by anticipat- 
ing part of the Revenues, and directing the paying Money 
out of the re{pective Offices of the Receipt of the Reve- 
nues, for the Ufes of the Civil Government before they 
are paid into the Excheguer ; by which means a Parliament 
may be mifled, as might have happened upon this Occafi- 
on, if fome Omiffions in the Accounts delivered by the 
Secretary of the Treafury had not been rectified by thofe 
called for by other Geut/emen. 

This Practice is of the moft dangerous Confequencé to 
the Publick ; for it fubverts all the wife Regulations and 
Checks eltablilhed by our Anceftors, for the due Colle@i- 
on and juit and taithful Difpofition of the Revenunes of 
the Cre “4 ” 2 lince by this clandeftine Manner of iffuing 
them, por Ae Go ae Sppest upon proper Recerd, 
as the Law requires, and tae Revenues may confequently 
by cafiy dit: ated and not accounted for ; alee i Ae 
very Cuficuit to know certainly what the produce or Re- 
ceipt has really been, Without making fuch a frit Scruti- 
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your Son had received only 4007. in Money, though the 
‘Tenants had paid their full Rent, and the remaining 100 /. 
was ftanding out in a Bill of Exchange, or in the Steward’s 
Hands in the Country, fhould you think your felf obliged 
to pay him the roo/. nay, to pay it after he had actually 
received it in Money by Payment of the Bill of Exchange, 
or from the Hands of the Steward? and yet this is exact. 
ly the prefent Cafe, as I fhall fhew prefently; but I think 
it néceflary firft to acquaint you with the Sreps taken upon 
this Occafion. 

The firft Step taken in this Affair was by 2 Motion of 
the Secretary of the Treafury, for an Addrefs to the King 
that the proper Officers might be directed to lay before 
the Houfe of Commons an Account of the FPreduce of the 
Civil 118 Revenues within the Year from Mi /ummet 
1727, to Midfummer 1728, over and above the annual, 
weekly, or other Payments and Incumbrapces thereon, 
and over and above all Grants made by any of his Maje- 
fty’s Predeceffors. 

Though the Defign of this Motion was eafily apprehend 
ed, yet it was a Surprize to many Gentlemen that it fhould 
be made fo late in the Seffion, and after the Recefs of 
after, and when it was generally underitood that there 
was no further Demand of Money to be made ; fince it 
related to an Account faid by the Gentiemen, who made 
t otion, to have been clofed at Mid/ummer 1728, and 
confequently proper in every Refpect (if at all) to have 
been brought in very early in the Seffion, and to have been 
confider’d in a full Houfe ; but the Surprize of the Gentle- 
nen was ftill greater, when the Accounts were laid before 
the Houfe, and it appeared, that contrary to the Words 
Words of the Addrefs, and the King’s Anfwer, they were 
made up not upon the rea/ Net Produce of the Revenves, 
but upon what was called the Net Receipt within the Year, 
and that this material Alteration was made by Directions 
rom the Treafury, and by Letterswr it to the feveral Offi- 
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tor the Produce. It was therefore proved that thefe Pa- 
pers fhould be referred to a private Commitice, Ww ith Power 
to fend for fuch other Accounts, and to call before 
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hem and examine fuch Officers of the Revenue as they 
judged neceffary, an! then to report to the Houie a true 
state of the Fat, and whether it did appear to them 
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that thera really was fuch a Deficiency in the Produce of 
the Civil Lif Revenues, asthe AG requires fhould be made 
od. 

“es this Motion was oppos’d by the Gentleman at the 
Head of the Treafury and the Secretary, who deliver'd 
thefe Accounts. When the Gentlemen, who made this 
Motion. were refufed this Committee, (an Indulgence, it 
was hoped, would have been thought reafonable in a Cafe 
of fuch Intricacy and Confequence.) ‘Then they begg’d 
that at leaft it might be confider’d in a full Hou/e ; that all 
Leaves of Abfence might be revok'd, and the Members 
fummoned to attend, as had been ufual upon Butineis of 
lefs Importance ; but this was likewife refufed, being op. 
pofed by the faid Two Gentlemen. 

The Members, who had been fo unfuccefsful in thefe 
Motions, then moved for feveral Accounts from the Of- 
fices ; and béing afterwards apprehentive of not obtaining 
thefe Accounts in Time, they moved for the Attendance 
of the Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Excife, the Poft-Maf- 
ters General and other Officers of the Revenue, in order 
to have all the Light they could poffibly obtain, in an Af

It does not indeed appear by 
the Accounts laid before the two Houfes, at what Times 
the Arrears were paid in, as it might have done, if all the 
Accounts called for had been given ; but from the Nature 
of the Arrears, fach as Bills of Exchange, Money in the 
Hands of Receivers, or Charges by them made in their 
Accounts for Duties incurred, it is certain the greateft Part 
muft have been paid within fix Weeks, or fooner, after 
Midfummer, 1728 ; fo that the Crown gives Credit to its 
own Eftate for a few Weeks only ; whereas by this Claufe, 
according to the moft plaufible Conftruction, which has 
been endeavoured to be put upon it, the Publick is to lend 
his Majefty 115,000 4. without Intereft during his Life ;

all who have been above them : and when fuch a Gate is 
open to private Sple m andthe Malice, which is too natu- 
ral to the Many, there is no doubt but a thoufand Ca/um- 
z1es Will rufh out. 

fn the Dawn of Tumult, thofe who raife it are always 
the Darlings of the Crowd. ‘They are complimented 
with the moft glorious Titles. hey are the Mofes’s, 
Davids, Gideons, of the People, the Conquerors of Mon- 
fiers, and Deftroyers of Tyrants. But when this Scene 
has been gazed on a little; when Mutiny has loft the 
Charm of Novelty, and Licentioufne/s ceafes to be a new 
Thing, even the A/ob begin to think more joftly, and Ne- 
ceflity and Experience compel them to know what Judg- 
ment, nay, common Senfe would have taught them long 
betore. 

In this new Way of thinking and reafoning, their poli- 
tical Prophets are the firft who fuffer.

The Saxon Troops have aCtually quitted the Territo- 
ries of Dantzick, excepting about 500 Men, who kee 
Poffeflion of Fort Hechfelmund, which King Augu?us will, 
by no means, be perfuaded to give up, till a general Paci- 
fication in the North. The Marquis de A‘onti being now 
not fo ftridtly guarded, it is believed, he will foon be fet 
at Liberty. Moft of the Ruffizn Troops have begun 
their March, but thofe which remain will hardly be 
perfuaded to depart, ‘till the Magiftrates have paid the 
Remainder of the firft Sum they are obliged to furyith by 
the Capitulation ; tho fome Advices fay this Part is whol- 
ly paid, and that thereupon Count Munich was departed 
for Petersburg. 

The Primate continues ftill in Confinement at Elbing, 
and perfilts as ftrenuoufly as ever, in his Refufal to ac- 
knowledge Aupuflus for King of Poland, he has declared, 
that he 1s refolved to fit down refigned, and patiently to 
fubmit to fuch Severiry as his Enemies fhall think fit to 
impofe upon him: ‘Lhis Refolution fhews fo much Con.
